Scarlet  Fever  appeared  in  the  Borough  about  the  middle  of 
August  and  as  far  as  I can  judge  was  caused  by  some  Shows  that 
had  visited  the  Town,  although  nosicknesscould  be  traced  amongst 
these  people,  still  it  was  strange  that  the  first  three  cases  which 
tell  on  August  20th,  had  all  been  to  the  Show  a few  days  before. 
These  patients  were  at  once  moved  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  but 
more  cases  were  reported  during  September,  and  a large  number 
in  October,  after  which  the  outbreak  abated,  the  cases  were  of  a 
mild  type,  and  to  this  I attribute  the  large  number  who  fell  with 
the  disease;  my  opinion  being  that  there  were  unrecognised 
cases  about  the  Town  towards  the  end  of  August,  and  in  Sep- 
tember; resulting  in  the  marked  increase  early  in  October.  All 
the  patients  were  moved  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  with  one 
exception  recovered. 

The  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  all  mild,  and  all  recovered,  four 
were  moved  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  one  was  treated  at  home; 
nothing  was  tound  in  their  houses  to  account  for  the  outbreaks. 

No  case  of  Pulmonary  or  other  Tuberculosis  was  notified 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  this  is  most  satisfactory.

I he  arrangement  with  the  Warwick  Joint  Hospital  Board 
lor  the  removal  of  any  Small  Pox  patients  to  the  Small  Pox  Hos- 
pital at  rosse,  in  the  Southam  Rural  District,  is  still  in  force,  but 
so  far  no  use  has  had  to  be  made  of  this  arrangement. 

N°  special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  Bacteriological 
examinations,  but  I hardly  think  this  is  necessary,  as  when  need- 
ful these  can  be  carried  out  by  the  Pathologist,  General  Hospital 
Northampton.  No  trials  were  made  of  the  Schick  and  Dick 
test  m Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively  during  the  year. 

1 Dr  non-infectious  sickness  the  Borough  is  within  easy 
distance  of  The  General  Hospital,  Northampton,  or  the  Hospital 
ot  bt.  Gross  in  Rugby,  and  for  Tuberculosis  cases  there  is  the 
N-matonum  at  Rushden,  and  a smaller  one  at  Creaton,  both  under 
the  Northamptonshire  Gounty  Council. 

Eighty  eight  rooms,  one  school,  and  eight  class  rooms  were 
all  disinfected  at  different  times  during  the  year  owing  to  infect- 
ious sickness,  in  nearly  all  the  cases  the  disease  being  Scarlet 
rever. 


Small  Pox  and  Vaccination 

Although  Small  Pox  appeared  in  several  parts  of  the  County 
durmg  the  year  this  Borough  fortunately  escaped  without  a case; 
Chicken  Pox  remained  notifiable  during  the  year,  which  I con- 
sider very  wise.  1 here  has  been  very  little  vaccination  or  re-

this  gives  employment  to  many  hundreds.  There  are,  of  course, 
a large  number  of  agricultural  labourers  working  in  the  sur- 
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rounding  neighbourhood  who  reside  in  the  I own.  There  has 
been  a good  deal  of  unemployment  and  short  time  work  during 
the  year.

accommodation  for  cottages  during  the  year,  but  neither  has 
been  complied  with  at  present. 

Rat  Week. 

During  Rat  Week  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Rail- 
way Company  and  most  of  the  larger  traders  in  the  Town  to  lay 
poison  during  the  week  and  poison  was  laid  at  the  Sewage 
vv  orks,  1 ip,  and  other  places  in  the  Borough,  and  was  supplied 
to  several  people  who  would  not  purchase  it.  Reports  were 
very  satisfactory,  and  one  large  food  store  has  been  kept 
practically  clear  during  the  last  two  years  by  laying  poison  on 
one  day  in  each  week.  These  premises  which  have  old  stone 
walls  were  formerly  over-run  with  rats.
